FEW nights after he was ſentenced to be 
bekeaded, on Tower-hill, which was on the 
224 day of Auguſt, 1631, ten days before his ap« 
painted time, by the ſentence he received at the 
bar, being one night viſited by two of his intimate 
acquaintances, or boſom friends, as he himſelf 
called them, they began to complain of the cruelty 
of the times, and the malice and uſage of time-' 
ſerving brethren; to which Mr. Love anſwered, 
** And think you this is an evil time? No, no;

can be Giitinguithed from hypocriſy: many have ſol- 
lowed Chriſt hitherto for the loaves, and are_ 
now turned back for the roughneſs of the way, 
and the ſore trial and tribulation which others met 
with who are gone beſoie them. IM. 
** There are many in London at this very day, 
who think to go to heaven in their gilded coaches,- 


and haye denied Chriſt's cauſe before men (againlt 
A 2 TR. whout 
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whom I now. witneſs) and Chriſt 1g his never failing 
word has- promiled to deny all fuch before his fa- 
ther and the holy angels. This 1s the time to dif- 
cern be:ween_ him that ſcrveth God, and him that 
ſerveth him not, They formerly were my familiar 
acquaintance, in fellowſhip and ſweet converſe, | 
ſent this day to havea few words with them here in 
prifon ; but they would not come; for their coun- 
tenance 1s fallen, their conſciences wounded, —they 
cannot look me in the face; becauſe I knew of ther 
reſolution, and was@ witneſs to their perjuration,— 
But, ah ! how will they look the bleſſed Jeſus in the 
face in the morning of the reſurreQion ? what an- 
twer or excuſe will they have for what they have 
done ? O fooliſh people! who think to eſcape the 
croſs, nay, you muſt all ſuffer perſecution who fol- 
low the Lamb ; we muſt be hated of all nations for 
Chriſt's ſake ; we wuſt come thro” great tribula- 
110n, thro' the fiery furnace of zfiiQtion, before we 
ean enter the land of joy and felicity, Know ye 
not that the fouls that were flain for the teſtimo-» 
ny of Jeſus are placed under the ahtar ? Happy, 
happy are thoſe men at this day, and ever ſhall be 
happy, who ſuffer for Chriſt's ſake in a right and 
charitable way—thro? love to his cavſe, and honeſty 
of heart: not thro* pride and hypocriſy, without 
the root of the matter, to have it faid they died 
martyrs; theſe are they who will miſs their mark;

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and thoſe who deried the call and looked back 
ſhall never have the honour to find it I a m now 
pvinted out by many to be in a deſtitute and forlorn 
condition ; but I would not exchange my ſtate, no, 
not for al the glory that's on the earth; | bond my 
R-decmer's love ſtronger in my bonds, than ever 
did in the days of my liber:y; therefore I hold 
living here as death itt-lf, | am as full of love and 
Joy in the Holy Spirit, as ever bottle was fi.led with

the prophet ; as lixewiſe the holy precepts whereby 
the patriarch walked before the law was given to 
Moſes, which were alſo engraven on the faid pillar, 
whereof many J2ws have copies, in their own 
language written on parchment, and engraven on 
braſs and copper ; but the alteration of the date 
makes them to ſtagger at it, not knowing that the 
dates were to be altered by the birth of Chriſt. Firſt, 
This prophecy is entitled, A fhort work of the 
Lord's in the latter age of the world, Great earth- 
quakes ard commotions by ſea and land ſhall come 
in the-year of God 17579.

And the ſame hour wwas there a preat earthquake, and the 
tenth part of the City fell, ard inthe earthquake were 
flain of men ſeven thouſand, and the remnant were 
affrighted, and gave plcry to Gd. 

OW what is this tenth part of this city, which 
ſhall fali/? we cannot doubt that 'tis France, 

This kingdom is the moſt conſiderable part 

piece of the ten horns, or ſtates, which once made vþ 

the great Bobylonian city: it fel! ; this does not figrt- 

ſy, that the French Monarchy ſhall be ruined ; 1! 

may be humbled ; but in all appearance Provicence 

does deſign a great elevation for her aſterward. 

'Tis highly probable, that God will not let go u!- 

puniſhed the horrible outrages which it «Qs at 

. this day, Afierward, it muſt build its greatn*ls 

upon the ruins of the fapal empire, and enrich 

iiſelt with the ſpoils of thoſe who ſhall take part 
with the papacy. "They who at this day perſecute 


the proteflants, know not whither God is leading

them: this is not the wiy by which he will lead 


France to the height of glory. If ſh: comes thither 
'is becauſe ſhe ſhall ſhortly change her road Her 
greatening will be no damage to froteflant fates ; on 
the contrary, the proteſiant flates ſhall be enriched 
with the ſpoils of others ; and be ſtrengthened by the 
fall of Antichrifl's empire, This tenth part of the city 
ſhall fall, with reſpe& to the papacy; it ſhall break 
with Rome, and the Roman religion, One thing 1s cer- 
tain, that the Babylonian empire ſhall periſh through 
the refuſal of obedience by the ten Kings, who had 
given their power to the beaſt, The thing is alreacy 
cowe to paſs in part. The kingdoms of Sweden, 
Denmark, Enpland, ard ſeveral ſovereign fiates of Gere 
many, have withdrawn themſelves from the Furi/dic- 
tion of the Pepe. They have ſpiiled the /arlit of her 
riches, They have eaten her fleſh, i e. leized her bene- 
fices and revenues, which the had in their countries, 
This muſt go on, and be finiſhed as it began, The 
Kirgs, who yet remain under the empire of Rome, 
muſt break with her, leave her ſolitary and delolate. 

Gut who muſt begin this /aſt revolt ? "Tis moſt 
probable that France ſhall. Not Spain, which as yet 
8 plunged in ſuperſtition, and is as much under the 


tyranny of the clergy as ever, Not the Emperor, who 


10 temporals is ſubjeQ to the Pope, and permits the 
Archbi/tup of Strigonium in his ſtates, to teach that 
the Pope can take away the Imperial crown from him: 

B It 
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ſt cannot te any country but France, which a Jong 
time ago hath-begun to ſhake off the yoke of Rome, 
*Tis well known, how ſolemnly and openly war hath 
been declared againſt the Pape, by declaration of the 
King (ratified in all the parliaments) by the decitions 
of the aſſembly of the French clergy, by a diſputation 
azainſt the authority of the Pope, managed in the Sor- 
bn, ſolemnly, and by order of the Court. And to 
heighten the affront, the theſes were poſted up, even 
upon the gates of his Nuncio. Nothing of this kind 
had hitherto happened, at leaſl in a time of peace, 
and unleſs the Ppe had given occaſion by his inſo- 
Jencies, 

Beſides this, ſuperſtition and idv/atyy loſe their credit 
much in France —There is a ſecret party, though 
well enough known, which greatly deſpiſeth the 


popular dewotions, images, worſhip of Saints, and 1s 
convinced that theſe are human inventions; God 1s 


before-hand preparing for this great work. 
. Tothis it may be objeQed, that for the laft fifty 
years, the Pope's empire hath not been mace up of 
ten Kings, becauſe England, Sweden, Denmark, 
&c. have thrown off his government ; and conſe- 
quently, France is not at this day the zenth part 0: 
the Babylonian empire ; for 'tis more than a tenth part 
of it. But this is no difficulty: for we muſt know, 
that things retaia the names which they bore in theic 
original (without regarding the alterations which 
110 
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rime does bring along). Though at ihis day, there are 
zot ten king.loms under the Babylonian empire, 'U1s. 
notwithſtanding certain, that each Kingdom was 
called, and ought to be called in this prophecy, the 
tenth part ; becauſe the prophet kaving deſcribed 
this empire in its beginning, by its /en /orns Or len

Kings, "tis neceſſary for our clear underſtanding, that 
| every one of theſe ten Kings, and kingdoms, ſhould be

Seeing the tenth part of the city that muſt fall, 1s 
France, this gives me ſome hopes, that the death of 
the 1209 witneſſes hath a particular reiation to this 
kingdom. *T'is the flreet or place of this city, 1. e. 
the moſt fair and eminent part of it. The witneſſes 
muſt remain Cezd upon 1his fireet, and up5n it they 
ul be raiſed again. And as the death of the wit-

But lam more inclined to fay, that here theſe words, 
names of men, mult be taken in their natural fignifica- 
tion, and do intimate, that the total Reformation of 
France ſhall not be made without bloodſhed, no- 
thing ſhall be deſtroyed but names; ſuch as are the 
names of Monks, of Carmelites, of Auguſt ines, of Domi- 
nicans, of Jaccbins, of Franciſcans, Capuchins, Te- 
ſuites, Minimes, and an infimite company of others, 
whole number *is not eaſy to define, and which the 
Holy Gnoft denotes by the number ſeven, which 1s 
the number of perfeQion, to ſignify, the number of 
monks and nuns thall perith for ever. This is an 77 
/litution fo degenerated from its firit original, thar 
*is become the arm of Antichriſt, Theſe orders can» 


rot peridh one without another,

of ſickneſs proverfatal to the Monk, the fiſh forete!ls 
it by its own death ſome days before, This the 
Jearned Cambden relates in his deſcription of Cheſhire, 
and the opinion of the trees ſwimming in the lake 
near Brereton prevails all about the county to this 
day, only with this difference, that ſome ſay 'tis one

n the forge all. the time, The ruſty old gun- 
barrel, which had been loadcd with powder 
and hall of a long time, no ſooner had got the 
beat of the fire, than the contents went off, 
and uniuckily killed Mr. 5. on the ſpot, which 
ſhews that Mr. S. had either difbelicvedor bad 
forgotten the Prophet's caution, which t©0 
often has hen the caſe of many, who are 
aſhamed of taking council in perilous calcs.

As ſoon as any perſon (who can afford 'the 
expence,) is ſerioufly ill, they fend for the 
Bambino, and always-in a coach, for he never 
goes on foot. Two Recollets conduR, and 
place him by the ſick man, where they re- 
Main, at his expence, uutil he dies or re- 
covers. 


The Bambino is conſtantly running about ; 
they ſometimes fight who ſhall have him at the 
gate of the Convent, and tear him from each 
other ; in the Summer, eſpecially, he has ex- 
4raordinary buſineſs, though he makes them 
pay very dearly for his viſits, on account of 


the demand, and the hot weather. This is 
but fair,

which ſends to Hell, but all his, wicked doc.

trines being contrary to that of Chrift, he takes 
care the goſpel light ſhall be kept from them, 
as long as he can; well knowing a general 
knowledge of it, would deſtroy his craft, as St. 
Paul did that ef Alexander the Copper-Smith. 
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
